WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1 . (Currently Amended) An ostomy appliance cover, comprising: 

a first sheet of flexible material hav i ng at l east on e l ow co e ff i ci e nt of friction 
surfac e and dimensioned to cover a first portion of the ostomy appliance; 
and 

a second sheet of flexible and elastic material that is o l astic and broathabl o , 
dimensioned to cover a second portion of the ostomy appliance, and 
inc l udes defining, without inclusion of an auxiliary structure, an expandable 
generally circular opening having a continuous perimeter , which when 
expanded allows the ostomy appliance to pass through the opening without 
substantial distortion of the ostomy appliance, and when released 
substantially covers encloses the colostomy appliance in cooperation with 
the first sheet of material , wherein the first sheet of material has a coefficient 
of friction less than that of the second sheet of material and wherein the 
second sheet of flexible material has greater vapor permeability than that of 
the first sheet . 

2. (Currently Amended) The cover of claim 1 , wherein the first and second sheets of 
material each have an outer peripheral edge, and the sheets of material are coupled 
together at their respective outer peripheral edges to form an enclosure . 

3. (Currently Amended) The cover of claim 1 , wherein the first and second sheet 
materials define a volume in a relaxed state that is less than the volume of the ostomy 
appliance such that the ostomy appliance is subject to a counterexpansion bias when 
enveloped by the cove r furth o r i nc l ud o s a configur a tion to lay proximat e to th© f i rst 
port i on of th e applianc e without substantia l wr i nk li ng . 
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4. (Cancelled) Tho cover of c l a i m 1 , whoroin tho sooond shoot of mater i a l further 
includoc a configurat i on to l ay prox i mate to tho second portion of tho app li ance without 
substant i a l wr i nkling. 

5. (Original) The cover of claim 1 , wherein the opening includes a configuration that 
exposes an ostomy inlet of the ostomy appliance. 

6. (Currently Amended) The cover of claim 1 , wherein the ostomy appliance includes 
a« non-integrated ostomy cap. 

7. (Currently Amended) The cover of claim 1 , wherein a por i phorv t he perimeter of the 
expandable opening includes a stretchable stitching. 

8. (Currently Amended) The cover of claim 1 , wherein a minimum diameter of the 
opening in a relaxed state is less than an outer diameter of stoma to ostomy appliance 
connector. a p e r i phery of th e e xpandab le op e n i ng i nc l ud e s a r i ng of an el ast i c mat e r i a l . 

9. (Currently Amended) The cover of claim 1 , wherein ifl-the first sheet of flexible 
material has a low coefficient of friction surface bas-witha coefficient of friction of less 
than 0.3. 

10. (Original) The cover of claim 1 , wherein the second sheet of material includes a 
woven fabric. 

1 1 . (Original) The cover of claim 1 , wherein the first sheet of material includes a woven 
fabric. 

12. (Currently Amended) The cover of claim 1 , wherein the first and second sheets of 
material comprise a same base material. 

13. (Currently Amended) The cover of claim 1 , wherein the opening and second sheet 
material are selected to permit i nc l ud e s a conf i guration that wh e n e xpand e d a ll ows the 
ostomy appliance when worn by a user to pass through the opening without substantial 
distortion.
